PROTECTION OF ROSES AND 
OTHER PLANTS FOR 
WINTER 
(Experimental Farms Note) 

In parts of Canada where the snow- 
fall is heavy, comes carly, and stays 
’ gall winter, vidinary perencia!s need 
no other protection, but in districts 
where the ground becomes bare in wint 
er & covering of straw, or other ma- 
terial is advisable, Bulbs such as 
tulips and daffodils should be cover- 
ed with old manure, At the central 
experimental] farm, it has been found 
eenlateiaanlhadsa E T1 AO ESTA 
that daffodils sometimes kill 
winter, but a mulch of old manure 
seems to give the needed protection. 
Except in the mildest sections of 
the country climbing rose, Hybrid Per 
petuals should be coveed for winter, 
As climbing roses bloom on last 
year’s wood the canes must be kept 
in good health cir thre will be very 
few if any flowers. When the weath- 
er turns coo! the canes should be 
taken down from their support and 
tied together. The bundle of canes 
. jghauld be laid on the gound and earth 
mounded up around the roots ty the 
height of twelve or eighteen inches 
In some varieties the canes are stiff 
and should be bent over as far as possi 
ble and tied to a stake that has been 
driven in to the ground, After the 
ground is frozen the canes should be 
eovered with dry leaves or straw an? 
these coveed with boards, placed | 
gether to form an inverted V so that 
water will drain off. It is important 
that the canes should be kept dry a

they have not been employed as 
vegularly as they otherwise would 
have been and often find themseves 
in straightened circumstances which 
no doubt if they were fit, they 
would not be, hence the necessity of 
a fund to ensure that they are look 
ed after, An added feature of much 
concern at this particular time has 
bcen the long period of depression 
thiat has left its mark upon many. 
There is every reason to believe that 
conditions will be better in the fu- 
ture, but the present season with 
winter coming will be a source 
of worry to many disabled returned 
men, and the suport of every citi- 
zen is solicited to make the fund as 
large as possible this year. The 
drive takes the form of a sale of 
poppies on the streets and at the 
houses as well as wreaths to be plac- 
ed on the monuments throughout

the country on Armistice Day, 
November 11th. The poppies and 
wreaths are made by disabled re- 


turned men in their Veteraft shops, 
and every cent of this fund goes to- 
ward welief for returned men.

The new sanitary 
measures used makes it extremly easy 
to keep the barn clean.

Attempting to operate a business 
establishment at the present time 
is far from being a bed of roses. 
Purchasing power, greatly reduced 
by the amount of money in circulation, 
is futher reduced by wage and 
salary cuts which have been been 


brought into force the last few years. 
This means a smaller. amount of 
money available for the purchase of 
those commodities whieh are offer- 
ed for sale. 

While this is going on, the tax 
sill of the business man has an ey- 
er-increasing tendency to soar. He 
may enjoy some reduction in the 
umount of municipal taxation con- 
sequent upon careful management 
of civic affairs, but his provincial 
.axes and his federal taxes rise con- 
stantly and, will probably rise still 
wigher as governmental incomes are 
reduced and governmental expen- 
ditures remain at virtualy the normal 
level, 

The business man is thus caught 
between two fires His opportun.ty 
to do business and to earn money 
is restricted by the impaired pur- 
chasing power of the individual 
while the taxes that he is obliged 
to pay grow all of the time. Any 
whatever retef may be efforded 
other classes in the community, 
there is none for him execpt to 
cease business and thus to place 
more people on the street, 

Sympathy has been expressed for 
various people affected by the de. 
pression, but there has been little 
for the hard-pressed business man 
who is nevertheless, deserving of a 
great deal more ~ encouragement 
and support than he has been so 
for given. His courage in tenaci- 
ously clinging to his business and 
investments in the face of all the 
difficulties which beset him in ome- 
thing that may well evoke admira- 
tion all too often denied him.

2. NO request was made in said 
petition ‘‘to audit the books of the 
town as to the filing of caveats under 
The Tax Recovery act, et¢., etc. 
Furthermore, the inspector made NO 
audit. 

3. The inspector did NOT find 
everything in order as reported, 

4, A twenty-five cent charge, here- 
after, for each inquiry re tax arrears 
is NOT in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Town Act. It is con- 
trary to its provisions. No council is 
permitted, under the provisions of 
the Town Act to capitalize on infor- 
mation requested by ratepayers, 
whether it be on tax arrears or any 
other public matter.

The World Wheat Sievstion 


People who had the privilege of listening to Premier Bennett's speech 
before the members of the Montreal Board of Trade at the banquet tendered 
to him on his return from attending the World's Economic Conference, and 
the Wheat Conference of the leading wheat exporting and importing coun- 
tries which followed the larger world gathering, undoubtedly learned many | 
things about world matters, and especially wheat, which were entirely new | 
to them and must have impressed them with the magnitude of the problem | 
which now confronts Canada in disposing of its chief article of export,— 
wheat. 

Prior to the Great War, Canada was rapidly forging ahead to first place | 
among the wheat exporting nations of the world. Gradually the United} 


States, which had been the great exporter, was relinquishing her position | 
@s a wheat exporter and more and more rapidly approaching the stronger 
economic position where her production of wheat would not be more than 
sufficient to meet her own domestic requirements. In fact, it was confident- 
ly stated by persons in authority that in a few years the United States 
would be a wheat-importing rather than a wheat-exporting nation. 


Canada, Australia and the Argentine found their markets in Great 
Britain and the principal countries of continental Europe, France, Germany, 
Italy, Spain, Holland, Belgium, all of which countries took large quantities 
of imported wheat either directly from the country of origin, or indirectly 
though the London and Livepool markets. Then came the Great War. Wheat! 
was in greater demand than ever. Europe was willing to pay almost any 
price to get it. To meet the demand of the Allied nations it was urged as a 
patriotic duty upon the people of Canada, equal almost to enlisting in the 
army, to raise wheat and more wheat. Greater production of food-stuffs was 
the slogan, and the most intensive organization was directed to bringing | 
about that larger production. The United States again turned to quota pro- 
duction of wheat because of the prevailing high prices and unlimited market. | 


The war taught the nations of Europe the lesson of the importance of 
being able to feed their people in times of war or other emergency. Germany| 
learned the lesson. Italy learned it, France learned it, and, while not directly 
involved in the war, Spain learned it through the high price she had to pay) 
for wheat and other imported food commodities. | 

For a time after the war, while the necessary work of reconstruction of | 
their countrysides and industrial towns and cities was under way, the coun-| 
tries of Europe still offered a good market for imported wheat and at a! 
high price. But the governments of these countries organized to raise more 
wheat, meet their own requirements and thus safeguard themselves against 

starvation on the one hand, or the possibility of being required to pay ex- 
cessively high prices on the other hand im the event of a further war or 
world emergency. They offered bonuses to their farmers to produce wheat, 
they fixed uneconomic high price for domestic grown wheat, they imposed 
prohibitive tariffs on imported wheat, they. arbitrarily governed all impor- 
tations, and fixed minimum quantities of imported wheat that might be used 
by millers and in the making of bread. 

Premier Bennett outlined the effect of these things in his speech. The 
four great wheat exporting nations are Canada, Argentine, Australia and the 
United States, the chief of which is Canada, while the great wheat importing 
mations are generally listed as being Great Britain, France, Germany, Italy, 
Spain. But, Premier Bennett pointed out, whereas European countries in 
1930 produced approximately 900,000,000 bnushels of wheat, in 1933, just 
three years later, they produced 1,220,000,000 bushels, an increase of 


320,000,000 bushels.

| National standard. 
| These comparisons have been made 
| only once before since 1889. 
The international and the British 
| kilograms were weighed against each 
other on a balance sensitive to a 
hundredth part of a milligram. There 
are 28,350 milligrams to an ounce.

Ship Inspector Meets Sailor He Saved 
From Torpedoed Vessel 

A thrilling rescue in the days wh-n

«called at Montreal harbor when Cap- 
tain R. H. Monks, deputy port war- 
den, boarded the steamer “Clan Al- 
Pin” in the course of an inspection. 

Accosted by a member of the ¢rew 
who asked if he remembered him, 
Captain Monks found himself unatle 
to recall who the man was. The sea- 


'man then proceeded to identify him-

In 
other words, these four European countries will produce almost as much 
wheat this year as the four chief exporting nations, In addition, the Danu- 
bilan countries —Hungary, Roumania, Jugo-Slavia and Bulgaria,—will pro- 
duce in the neighborhood of 327,000,000 bushels. Russia is steadily increasing 
her wheat production and, while unquestionably her own people need it, the 
Boviet authorities nevertheless export large quantities in order to finance 
mecessary purchases abroad.

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Russia’s New Canal 


Water Route 141 Miles Long Con- 
structed By Use Of Prison Labor 
Few undertakings of equal mo- 

Ment have been carried to conclu- 

sion with as little publicity as has 

the Baltic-White Sea ship can‘, 
which Russian authorities recently 


opened to traffic. This canal, or ser-| 


jes of canals, is 141 miles long and 
gives Leningrad and heavily populat- 
ed districts of Russia a short water 
route to vast and largely undeveloped 
timber, mineral, oil and grain areas 
bordering om the White Sea and Arc- 
tic Ocean. The former sea route to 
_ these districts was around the Scan- 
dinavian peninsula, and involved a4 
2,200-mile voyage past the coasts of 
Sweden, Norway and Finland. It 
used to take 17 days to make this 
trip when the weather was exception- 
ally favorable, but now the journey 
occupies six days, and can be made 
at any time during six months of the 
year. 

The Russian OGPU, or secret 
Police, directed construction of the 
canal and by use of prison labor com- 
pleted the task in less than two years. 
The waterway is 39 miles longer than 
the Suez Canal, and 90 miles longer 
than the Panama Canal. 

Creation of the waterway fulfills 
a dream that had been entertained 
for centuries. Because of the open- 
ing of this new traffic link Karelia 
and the Archangel district now can 
send their lumber, grain, ores, fish, 
ojl and bu'lding materials quickly and 
cheaply to Leningrad, and railroads 
in return can transport manufactur- 
ers and industrial products of Nov- 
gorod, Moscow and other populous

No definite counter-proof of un- 
adulterated Nordicism was produced 
from Germany itself, but the well- 
known Vossisches Zeitung, cf Berlin,

Seven Passengers Killed On Canadian 
Roads Last Year 

Last year there were seven pis- 
sengers killed and 339 injured in train 
accidents, the Dominion Bureau cf 
| Statistics says in a report issued re- 
‘cently. This was an average of one 
| killed for every 3,000,000 carried ,and 
one injured for every 62,000. 

Injuries to passengers ranged from 
scratches and bruises to more serious 
linjuries, Two passengers were killed 
in collisions, two fell from trains, two 
were killed getting on or off trains, 
and one from other causes. 

There were 57 employees Killed in 
train accidents and 957 injured, says 
the report, a low record for the last 
22 years, There were 94 persons k'll- 
ed at highway crossings, of which 78 
were motorists, and of this number 
30 were killed at protected crossings,
